Lloyd Co. Still Hopeful of Float- 


ing and Saving the Stranded 


Steamer Eider. 


LONDON, Feb. a. —During the day the 


weather moderated considerably,' the 
wind and hi^h sea having- almost sub- 
sided. 
Cdpt. Ileineclce, accompanied by 


some of tho officers of the Eider, di- 
rected tho tedious and responsible work 
of unloading the remainder of the cargo 
of the stranded vessel into lighters, 
which will carry it to .Southampton. 


Tho life-boat1;, during1 the course of 


the day landed all tho specie, which 
composed the most valuable portion of 
the Eiduv's cargo and which gave tho 
npunts of thii North German Lloyd Co. 
much concern lest these valuable con- 
signments should be tumbled over- 
board. 
It is expected that the balance 


of the cargo will be lauded shortly, and 
the agt'nts btili hope to float the ship 
when lightered. 


Most of tho crew of the ill-fated ship 


were forwarded to Jlremon with the 
passengers who were taken to South- 
ampton, on the steamship Havel, which 
sailed to-dtiy for that poit 


The landing1 of tho specie waa at- 


tended by elaborate precautions. 
As 


much of the gold was destined for the 
Bank of England, the British govern- 
ment took charge of the work, which 
was supervised by Capt. Robert D 
Kt'Lic*', of the ironclad Invincible. Capt. 
lirnctj assumed general command, and 
his ovdera wore strictly followed. Wal- 
Hs, the agent for the bteamship com- 
pany; Capt Bart, of tho coast guard, 
Lieut. Utirke and two of the officers of 
the customs, acting in immediate direc- 
tion of the general, ongnged in saving 
the specie. The amount landed for the 
Bank of England was eight and a half 
tons 


The mon engaged in the work all be- 


longed to tlie local coast guard. The 
labor was not part of their official 
duty, and they were therefore paid at 
tho liberal rate of four-pounds sterling 
for each, tt ip to and fi om the wrecked 
vessel. 


The AtheHleld life-boat was used in 


bringing the specie on shore, and In- 
spectoi Gibson, with a body of con-

were on guard on 
tho 


beach to watch the treasure on its ar- 
riv.'l. 
Crowds of people witnessed the 


transfer and curiously looked on as the 
boxes of gold wcte lifted ont of the 
boats. Assoon us each box was landed 
it wa-s picked up by twenty bearers, 
specially engaged for the occasion, and 
carried up the cliff between the lino of 
coabt gnat-da. 
At the top of tlio cliff 


the boxes were piled together, IL coast 
guard, some with drawn cutlasses and 
revolver in hand, keeping vigilant ward 
over tho piecious pile 


The people who thronged around, 


maintained good order, and were con- 
tent with gazing at the heap, which rep- 
resented wealth more than they had ever 
dreamed of 
At a later ho\;r the boxes 


containing the treasure were placed on 
wagons and escorted to Newport by 
tho chief of tho coast guards, accom- 
panied by a company with cutlasses 
and revolvers 
They were loaded into 


good \vagoinj, at Newport, carefully 
guarded and conveyed to Cowes. 'There 
the gold was transferred to a special 
steamer and conveyed across the soxind 
to the main land, and thence by special 
train from Southampton to London. 


After the specie had been saved the 


crew of the life-boat rested for an 
hour. 
At tlie firing of a gun they as- 


sembled again. 
The agent of the 


steamship company thanked them for 
tho work they had successfully done, 
and paid them to save the mails at the 
same 
rate of four 
pounds a trip. 


The crew 
at 
onco 
placed 
them- 


selves under orders, and 
vt*ero told 


to take forty bag's of mail at 
a 


trip, the whole amount being 400 bags. 
Ten trips were therefore necessary, 
ami thosi1 wore accomplished without 
accident. The same precautions were 
exeieised us in the case of the treasure 
boxes, Tlie bags of mail, after being 
landed, weio taken to the watchhouse 
of the coast guard on top of the cliil, and 
there counted and checked. The carrier 
of each bag uaa named and numbered 
and the bugs were placed in covered 
vans and escorted by the police to New- 
port 
The work lasted far into the 


night, the number of trips completed 
by 10-80 this evening being1 five. 
The 


work was* made easier by a calmer se;i 
and the bright light of the moon. 
Capt llumccke and twenty-five of his 
crew were still on board the Eider to- 
uight.

'o Make Its Appearance To-Morrow- 
Brief Summary of What the Great 


Statesman Will Say—Liberal 


Advances Made. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—The long-expected 


manifesto of Rt Hon. William Ewart 
iladstonc, as leader of the liberal 
arty, to his adherents on the eve of 
pen in £ of the next series oE parlia- 
.cntary battles, which, It is expected, 
vill be followed a few months later by 


general election, will appear on Fri- 
ay next, iii tha columns of the Weekly 
itar. 
The document referred to makes a 
faded column of the Star, and is 
vordecl In Mr. Gladstone's usually ef- 
eutive style. Summed *up briefly, the 
lanifeato may be said to be a resume 
f parts of the distinguished atates- 
nan's former speeches, upon various 
ub]ects of interest to the voters of 
rent Britain and Ireland. Mr, Glart- 
ton, tloes not advocate any particular 
tolicy, but simply makes some good 
•Dints upon which to hanff the elements 
f the liberal policy. He deals partic- 
.larly with the history and conditions 
f the rural population from the time 
f its severe oppression down to the 
i'csent time. In summing up this re- 
lew of the condition of the agricxtl- 
ural masses, Mr. Gladstone says that 


Hon. 
William Eaart Oladstont, 


IB considers that the conditions of th« 
agricultural classes have slowly Itn- 
roved; but, ho adds, tha improvement 
lode is not yet sufficient, and addi- 
ionnl legislation for the agricultural 
lopulation, and the passage of further 
aeasures to enable them to acquire 
and are needed. 


During- the course of his remarks, 
r Gladstone refers to the distressing 


ncident which happened at Manuhes- 
er in 1810, when 100,000 workmen held 
reform meeting and while so doing- 


were charged upon by cavalry who 
ode the dafencelfES pedple down be- 
icath their horses' hoofs, killing eleven 
f them, and wounding 600. The vet* 
ran statesman contrasts that cvenj 
with the present right of the people to 
old public meeting's which right, he 
nsista, ought not to be hampered in 
he slightest by unnecessary regula- 
ions or other legislative restr ictions. 
Continuing, Mr. Gladstone then deals 


vith the question of the repeal of the 
ombination laws, and the effects they 
iave had upon the immense growth of 
rade unionism, which, he explains, 
ias been a great benefit to laborers of 
all kinds and conditions. 


The liberation of the press, accord- 


ng to Mr, Qledstone, is one of the 
greatest liberal measures of the cen- 
ury, and has, in his opinion, been pro- 
luctive of an immense amount of good. 
Jin former times, within, the recol- 
ectiou of many, Mr, Gladstone also 
aya. the highest wages an agricultural 
abover received in England was nine 
ihillinjys ($3.2,s) per week, while now, 
,be liberal leader says, the same class 
of workmen average fifteen shillings 
$3.75) per week and, he adds, there are 
>ut few eases where agricultural labor- 
ers are only able to earo nine shillings 
>er week. 
ID Oxfordshire, Mr. Glad- 


stone thinks, some rural laborers may 
only be able to earn the latter amount; 
but, these are exceptions, he says to 
;he general rule. 


Referring to the commissary law set- 


Aement by which a pauper ia returned 
,o the parish where he was born, Mr. 
Gladstone says that he believes that it 
would be better to make them chargea- 
ble to the poor house in the district in 
which they reside. Mr. Gladstone also 
declares that tha present poor laws arc 
not sufficiently broad to cope with the 
amount of pauperism existing. 
The 


present land laws, and the large hold- 
ngs made possible by them, are, Mr, 
Gladstone says, the cause of much of 


e pauperism referred to. 
In another portion of his manifesto, 


Mr. Gladstone prays that the rural 
workers may be delivered from 
the 


landlord, the 
clergyman 
and 
the 


fanner, who, he Bays, are holding them- 
selves aloof from the laborers and set- 
ting themselves up on a high place 
where they are unknown and do not 
care for the laborers. 


Mr. Gladstone also declares that the 


liberals by their franchises gave the 
agricultural laborers the greatest boom 
possible at the hands of a political 
party and, he explains, 
experience 


bhowed that the liberals were justified 
in adoptiog this course. 
r In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone reviews 
the work done and the resolutions 
passed by the recent meeting in Lon- 
don of the liberal delegates from the 
agricultural districts just previous to 
Uis departure for the continent, and 
again advocates the establishment of 
parish councils as being an imffspensa 
ble complement to local government, 
and advises, vaguely, that various eco- 
nomic remedies should be adopted, 
which he thinks would bring social sal- 
vation to the tiller* of the soil. The 
formation of reading clubs for agricul 
tural and other laborers Is one of the 
s, tightest ions made by M r, Gladstone 
with the view of improving their social 
and moral condition.

A Serious Outbreak Amonp the PrUon- 


ors at Deer Island. 


Bosiox, Feb. 4.—A seriovis riot oc- 


curred at Deer Island yesterday morn- 
ing. A prisoner whose term had ex- 
pired and v. ho was released from Deer 
Island yesterday morning, says that the 
cause of the ovitbrcak arose from a 
quarrel on the downward trip of the 
boat, Tuesday, between a prisoner and 
an officer 
'Die officer called the pris- 


oner a bmn and the prisoner assaulted 
him. 


On the arrival of tin' boat at the is- 


land, the officer had the prisoner placed 
in solitary confinement. 
The incident 


quickly became known to the unruly 
prisoners, and a demand was made that 
the confined pvisoner be released. This 
the officers took no notice of, and a 
pandemonium followed which was kept 
up all night, tlip'jrisonersyelling, curs- 
ing, rattling their tin cups, pounding on 
the doors, etc.. onOeavoring in every 
way to make all the noise possible. 
Three or four of the noisiest wcr« 
placed in elo.se confinement. This ac- 
tion only made the prisoners worse 


Yesterday morning the men were let 


out into the yard and immediately be- 
gan to gather suclj weapons as they 
could find and made an attack on the 
workshop to procure knives and other 
weaponb. The shops were locked up, 
and the rioters, unable to force the 
doors, smashed the 
wiUOows. Such 


well-behaved prisoners as attempted to 
go Lo work were pounced upon by the 
mob and 
pounded with sticks aud 


stones. 


Mayor Matthews went to the island 


and will make an investigation. It ia 
thought lie will ask for the resignation 
of one or more ot the directors of pub- 
lic instruction. Couraisoioner Itevlin 
attributes the trouble to a lack of room

LIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Proponed Improvements in Deoa- 


tur-Children Crowded 


for Space. 


Just now the members ot the Deoatar 


Board of Education are seriously discuss- 
ing the proposition to enlarge the public 
school buildings in this city, and possi- 
bly a final deoision will be reached by 
tbe board at its next regular meeting 
this month. The necessity of more space 
in the present buildings ia admitted, and 
it is proposed to expend 831.000 to V50,. 
000 to afford ample accommodations for 
tbe children for the next five to ten 
years. 


Last September when the schools 


opened there wero 215 more pupils en- 
rolled than there were on the eanoe 
month in 1890, and in the high school 
thsre were 70 more pupila than had ever 
reported on any former year. The high 
sohool and all other buildings in the city, 
including the War'en Street school, are 
now crowded to their fullest capacity, 
and at times the superintendent and 
teaohera are at a loss to Had space for 
tbe pupils. Deoatur is emphatically a 
growing city. This fact is never taore 
clearly demonstrated than in the schools. 
Superintendent Gastmnn elates that the 
schools were never in a more crowded 
state. He will not pretend to explain 
whence come the children. They are 
here and it is tbe business of the board 
to see that proper accommodations are 
afforded them to secure an education. 
The board will do its duty and the bills
